Overall, we noticed an increase in value and market activity within Washington County. 

Overall, the market still had strong sales through the first three quarters of the year. We did 

note that the number of sales decreased in the last quarter with sale prices remaining elevated. 

This coincides with an increased amount of new construction this year.  

We use an effective age calculator to determine effective ages if changes are needed. 

Major property class groups (IndVac & ResImp) had increases in value this year. This was due 

to the following factors’, cost table updates, property class changes, trending factor changes, 

larger than normal new construction counts, etc. 

Almost all neighborhoods that had a representative number of sales fell within acceptable 

range and if they did not, we applied a factor to get them to meet IAAO standards. Any areas 

that didn’t have a fair representation of sales were combined with an adjoining area of similar 

economic factors.
